For 
this reason, spiritual death does not imply that the 
dead pirit Ceases to exist as a spirit, or to be active; 
but rather implies a constant activity away from all 
good, and into all evil. And no reason appears, why 
this may not be eternal. 

Spiritual life and spiritual death, then, are not fig- 
urative expressions. Impenitent sinners are literally 
‘dead in wespasses and sins;” not with a vegetable 
or animal death; not with adeath which decomposes 
the soul into parts and thus terminates its activity, or 
its existence as a soul; but with spiritual death; not a 
mere negation, but a power, ever active inevil; not a 
power acting upon them from without, but actuating 
them from within; not foreed upon them against or 
without their will, but residing in the will itself, and 
thence directing all the energies of the soul, so that 
they only work out error, guilt and wretchedness. So 
the spirit that is alive does, because it is alive, put forth 
its energies in pressing forward towards its own perfec- 
tion. 

Keeping in mind the distinction between matter 
and spirit, we may see how those who were ‘dead in 
trespasses and sins” are literally “‘ quickened;” how a 
literal new birth, or commencement of spiritual life, is 











enough to apply to spirit as well as matter, and all in-| 
ducement to call such language figurative is done away, 
and « flood of light is poured in upon the interpreta- 
tion of scripture, in which whoever sees it will rejuice.

I have met two other Classes in the same | 
way, but under less favorable circumstances, and the | 
results were somewhat less happy. In all these Clas- | 
ses, the subjects treated on were such as occurred in | 
the chapter that was selected for the evening. 
Protracted Bible Classes heve the advantage of oth- | 
er protracted meetings in several respects. “The mind 
is brought in closer contact with the word of God, and 
is not sulyject to the exhaustion of a continued meeting, | 
and, what is very important to the inquiring mind,time | 
is given for retirement and secret communion with |

The following particulars in the history of Mrs. K. 
are from the pen of a correspondent of the Philadel- 
phia Friend: 

She was the wife of Alexander Kilham, well known 
among the Wesleyan Methodists; and after the death 
of her husband, becoming convinced of the principles 
of Friends, she was receive:! into membership in our 
society. For many years she continued to reside at 


Sheffield, in the county of York, where she kept «| 
large boarding and day school, chiefly for Friends’ | 


children, The affectionate kindness of her disposition 


rendered her generally beloved; and the humility of 
her deportment, and her devotedness to what she be-| 


lieved to he her duty were truly instruetive. ‘Towards 
the latter part of her life she appeared in the ministry, 
to the satisfaction and comfort of her friends. Her ex- 
ertions for the welfare of her fellow-creatures were 
constant and various; but the claims of benighted and 
oppressed Africa seemed predominant in her mind; 
and, though of a very delicate constitution, she under- 
took etxraordinary exertions to alleviate the condition 


of this degraded part of the human family. She ac-

all her affectionate connexions, she uniformly expres- 
sed her belief that she was in her proper allotment, 
and her desire to feel content therein; and though the 
traits of her labors might not at once appear, she was 
encouraged iu the hope that the seed sown would in due 
time spring forth,and increase with the increase of God, 
During the last year this devoted woman made her third 
and last visit to Africa. After being some months enga- 
ged in and about Sierra Leone, she went, in the sec- 
ond month of the present year, to Liberia; and having 
spent about a month in that eolony, was returning to 
Sierra Leone, when it pleased her divine Master to 
call her spirit from works to everlasting rewards.

| we have said of him hitherto in his favor, but to assure 
| you that through his means the Lord is evidently car- 
|rying on a good work at Sidon. Such has been the 
| excitement there for many weeks, that Wortabet came 
here to get Tannoos El Haddad to go to help him.

The city of Paris exerts upon all France the most exten- 
sive influence. This capital is the centre of impulse to the 
whole eountry ; the focus from which influences, good or bad, 
salutary Or hurtful, are diffused through the cities and villages 
of thirty-two millions of people. It has been well said, that 
Paris is ut once the head and the heart of France. That a 
capital should exert such an influence over a Jarge country, 
is alwaysa misfortune ; and it is particularly so for the coun- 
iry in respect to religion. The people of Paris are almost 
uuiversally irreligious. Inopiety has there distilled fur sixty 
years ber most active aud subtie poisons; there materialism 
c opened schools and cvatrolled the courts of justice ; 
there especialy a defective system of education—I mean 
teaching the people to read without putting into their 
hands good books—has produced the most yw Bs fruits. 
Ask men who are the best informed, what is the religion of 
the Parisians? What is their faith, their hope? Te reply 
is “ the people of Paris have no religion ; they have no faith 
except on the subject of political liberty, and no hope bat in 
the things of this world.” ‘There are, nv doubt, exceptions, 
but they are rare, mere specks in the vast ocean of infidelity, 
and materialism. What a prospect for France, when you 
consider that every political, intellectual and moral move- 
ment of our country originates in Paris! 

tt will seem incredible to your readers what prejudices 
exist in the capital against every thing that has any relation 
to religion. While the cholera morbus was making the 
most fiighfal ravages, a religious man of distinguished learn-

Rearpearance or tae Cnotess.—The Paris Mon- 
iteur remarks that the reappearance of the cholera 
was inevitable—that it had surprised no one who had 
observed its progress from India until it had reached 
its present limit.
